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The police department must re-emphasize need for’ 
econtinual juvenile delinquency control. During the past 
year our youth showed a remarkable improvement over 
the previous year in interest of recreational activities in 
our community. Much credit must go to the parents 
as they have displayed definitely their whole-hearted 
interest. 


Without any doubt our community still needs or- 
ganized recreation for its youth. 


The police department is doing its part to create a 
‘better feeling between the youth and police officers. We 
‘feel that this is our efforts of the “Junior Traffic Corps.” 


Juvenile behavior in any community is a fair barom- 
eter of adult behavior. It is therefore not surprising 
that conditions which bring about default in obliga- 
tions of adults will be reflected in undesirable behavior 
on the part of their children. 


A recreational program is still functioning for the 
youth of our community. Its success depends on every 
civic-minded citizen. 


During the past year the efforts of the police depart- 
ment were futile in keeping down our accident toll. 
‘The year was a disheartening one. Several serious 
motor vehicle accidents marred our record, despite the 
constant enforcement.

In 1944 a new motorcycle was purchased and ren- 
dered excellent service. Only minor repairs will he 
necessary for the year of 1945, 
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Many changes were made to modernize our filing sys- 
tem during the year. These changes will broaden and 
aid in the development of our system. 


For the year of 1945 I recommend the purchase of a 
modern radio system, F.M. two-way, which I feel is 
essential to the efficient operation of our department.

We hereby submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1944 on Welfare, Old Age Assis- 
tance and Aid to Dependent Children. 


We have aided, during the year 1944 a total of 264 
cases of 326 persons. Of this number, 61 cases of 104 
persons were Welfare. This figure includes 4 cases of 
8 persons in Other Towns. There are now active 29 
cases of 51 persons of whom 5 cases of 11 persons are 
State Welfare, 2: cases of 9 persons are Other Town’s 
in Franklin and 2 cases of 4 persons are Franklin’s in 
‘Other Towns. | 


On Aid to Dependent Children, 25 cases of 44 chil- 
dren have been aided, and there is now an active case- 
load of 17 cases of 36 children. 


Old Age Assistance has aided 178 cases during the 
year. Of this number 158 are now active cases. This 
figure includes 13 Franklin cases in Other Towns. 


During the year 1944 the Town Infirmary ‘truck was 
used for 6 moving jobs. The Infirmary has also sup- 
plied 4 needy families with a total of 915 quarts of milk 
this past year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


__ 


The incidence of disease in Franklin this past year 
has been'very low, particularly in the field of children’s 
diseases, but, this ig no time to become lax as epidemics 
strike suddenly and parents are warned not to expose 
their children to communicable diseases unnecessarily 
and are urged to report all such diseases promptly to 
the Board of Health as required by law so that other 
children may be protected. 


Fighty-nine children were immunized this year against 
diphtheria. There has been but two cases of this dreaded 
disease in Franklin during the past seventeen years as- 
the result of cooperation by parents in having their chil- 
dren protected. In the preceding seventeen years there ~ 
were one hundred and eighty-three cases. 


In cooperation with the Norfolk County Hospital two 
hundred and forty-eight persons have been x-rayed or 
given the red cell sedimentation tests for symptoms or 
development of tuberculosis at the monthly clinics held 
the last Wednesday of each month in the District Court 


Rooms. 


For nearly a year now samples of milk from each dis- 
tributor have been taken monthly and analyzed for 
butter fat, total solids, microscopic appearance and stand-_ 
ard plate count for bacteria and the type of bacteria 
present. The last test showed Franklin to have a clean 
supply of this important food which is a ready carrier 
of many dangerous diseases. The use of caps covering 
the pouring lip of the bottle is recommended and when 
equipment for pasteurizing is available, it should be com- 
pulsory. 
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Comparatively few complaints have been received this 
year of garbage collections, cesspools, privies, stores, 
bakeries and eating places but the question of the Ga- 
relick Piggery was heard twice before the County Com- 
missioners and after lengthy hearings each time de- 
cided that they did not have jurisdiction over the case. 
June 15th the Board of Health imposed eleven restric- 
tions to apply to this piggery. 


Many contributing factors to the health of the town 
have taken place the past year; the installation of a new 
gravel packed well by the Water Department; the pro- 
tection of children from fire hazard at the Nason Street 
School; the closing of the swimming pool promptly by 
the Selectmen when the water became stagnant; the 
payment for placing the x-ray equipment by the Christ- 
mas Seal Committee; the efficient work of the District 
Nurses and the gratuitous services of the ambulance 
corps which gave 102 hours in addition to their training 
periods since the town took over the ambulance October 
5th. Their work has been carried out cheerfully with 
care, consideration and precision in handling many deli- 
Calegcases.

THIRTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
BOARD OF WATER AND SEWER 
COMMISSIONERS | 


‘To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


For the third year, due to the inabilit¥ to obtain la- 
bor and material, the Department did not attempt to 
do any more work than was necessary during the year. 

_ However, the proposed water connection between the 
Town of Wrentham and the Town of Franklin has been 
made, making it possible now, in case of an emergency, 
to supply water either way, Wrentham or Franklin. 


We have had no serious breaks or leaks this year. 
No extra hydrants have been added and all hydrants 


were tested last spring and this fall, minor repairs hav- 
ing been made on several of them. 
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New Services 


There were four services added during the year. 


Renewals 


There were four renewals this year and five services 
renewed from the property line to the building. 


Gravel Packed Well 


There was an appropriation of $6,500.00 to install a 
gravel packed well. Tests were made in the newly ac- 
quired property, known as the Tower property and a fine 
well was developed at a depth of 40 ft., which will de- 
liver 300 to 400 gallons per minute. 


When this well was developed it was found neces- 
sary to clean 1400 ft. of 14” and 12” pipe, from the well 
field to the pumping station. At the same time, both 
tanks were flushed from the bottom by reversing the 
flow and draining the same into Mine Brook. 


Tubular Wells 


All wells of: this type have been discontinued for 
three reasons, namely: 1. Not enough depth to take 
them below the fine sand; 2. That they were very high 
in color; 3. That, with the continued pull on these wells, 
they have filled up the suction pipe, which had to be 
cleaned at a cost of approximately $345.00. 


Additional Tests for a Second 
Gravel Packed Well 


We have made several tests in the vicinity of our 
present gravel packed well and have developed a loca- 
tion at which, it is estimated, that a well.can be had 
with a depth of 60 feet and will deliver as much as our 
present new gravel packed well, or more, 400 to 500 
G.P.M., or a half million per day, used with a suction 
pipe, or could be a turbine job, which would deliver one 
million gallons per day. 
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Flushing 


Due to the shortage of water this past summer, the 
only hydrants that were flushed were dead ends, or on: 
complaint. 


Pumping Station 


Some major repairs are about to be made on the 1000: 
G.P.M. Worthington Pump, as soon as the new emer- 
gency Gasoline Engine is installed. 


The old impellor of the Worthington Pump has been 
at the factory since last April and has just been returned 
in first class condition. 


Emergency Gasoline Pump and Motor 


There was an appropriation of $3,500.00 for this unit,. 
Gasoline Pump and Motor, Air Pump, Pipe and Fittings. 
There has been considerable delay in getting these nec- 
essary parts and the new unit will not be in operation 
until after the first of the year. This outfit will replace- 
the old steam engines and will allow the steam boilers 
having their pressures cut down to 15 lbs., for heating 
purposes only. 


Water Pumped 


The total amount of water pumped during the year 
was 191,530,700 gallons. The largest amount pumped 
in any one day was 756,200 gals. on Aug. 11, 1944. This 
being such a dry year that 10,894,700 gallons were 
pumped more than the previous year.

‘The reason for only 6 months’ record of rainfall was 
due to the fact that no station was established here until 
July °44. 


We recommend that the Town raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-one thousand five hundred dollars 
for maintenance and operation of the Water Department, 
and in addition thereto, the salaries of the Water Com- 
‘missioners. 


Sewers 


Both the Mine Brook and the Timnah Brook filter 
systems were operated and cared for the same .as_in 
previous years but lack of labor has made it impossible 
to do the work which we would liked to have done; 
namely, rebuild one or more beds, as the time is com- 
ing when they will all have to be done, sooner or later. 


No new extensions were added to the main sewer sys- 
‘tem during the year. 


All dead end sewers have been flushed during the 
spring and fall months and several had to have some 
work done on them, due to roots. 


It has been necessary to dig up several house connec- 
tions, due to tree roots, and in several instances the pipes 
will have to be dug up and re-laid with a compound in- 
stead of cement. 
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During the year of 1944 there were three new sewer 
connections, making a total of 888 at the end of the year. 


We recommend that the Town raise and appropriate 
the sum of eight thousand dollars for the maintenance 
and. operation of the sewers and sewer beds, and in 
addition thereto, the salaries of the Sewer Commis- 
sioners. |

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen for the year 1944 organized 
with John B. Cataldo as Chairman. The Board voted 
to handle departmental work as in preceding years. 


Mrs. Laura F. Cataldo was appointed Clerk and ac- 
cepted the appointment, serving the Board well for the 
year of 1944. 


There were two police appointments during the year, 
namely John Fitzgerald to regular patrolman and John 
E. Martin as a military appointment. ; 


During the year the Highway Department accom- 
plished the work planned as follows and the following 
streets were rebuilt: 


Milliken Avenue — 1375 ft. long by 28 ft. wide. This 
street was scarified, graveled, rolled and tarvia applied. 
Five catch basins and two manholes were installed, also 
538 ft. of 12 inch cement pipe was installed. 


Dean Avenue — 1500 ft. long by 34 ft. wide. This 
street was scarified, graveled, rolled and tarvia applied, 
also two catch basins were installed. 


Ray Street — 250 ft. long by 31 it. wide. This street 
was scarified, graveled, rolled and tarvia applied. 


A Street — 479 ft. long by 33 ft. wide. This street is 
a gravel mixed in place surface. It was graveled, tarvia 
applied, graded and rolled. 


Landry Street — 430 ft. long by 28 ft. wide. This is 
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a gravel mixed in place surface. It was graveled, tarvia 
applied, graded and rolled. 


Metcalf Street — 500 ft. long by 26 ft. This street is 
a gravel mixed in place surface. It was graveled, tarvia 
applied, graded and rolled. 


A new Honor Roll was erected on the Common, mak- 
ing three in all. Franklin now has almost 1000 boys and 
girls serving in the armed forces at home and abroad. 
The flagpole that was struck by lightning was insured 
and the insurance collected will be used to replace the 
pole as soon as wartime production permits. 


Fleet Liability Insurance was purchased for all town 
owned Motor Vehicles. 


A petition has been filed with the Norfolk County Com- 
missioners for the relocation of Lincoln Street. 


An architect, Mr. Mason of Leominster, has been re- 
tained for Post-war Projects. To date he has completed 
plans for a Municipal Building located at present site of 
Town Hall. At present he is working on plans for a 
Service Home for Veterans of all Wars. 


As we go from the year 1944 to 1945, the lawsuit, 
Whitney Worsted Company versus the Town of Frank. 
lin, is still pending.

The ballots were delivered to the ballot clerks and 
receipt obtained therefor. 


The cards of instructions to voters were posted in 
each of the marking shelves or compartments and a 
guard rail was set six feet or more from said marking 
shelves and cards of instructions and Specimen Ballots 
were posted both inside and outside the hall, as provided 
by law. 


Upon motion duly made and seconded, it was voted 
that the time to be set for the adjourned town meeting 
be determined following the closing of the polls.

The ballot box provided by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth used at the election was publicly opened, 
shown to be empty, examined by the Moderator and 
Town Clerk and found to be empty, the register thereon 
was set at 000, locked, and the polls were declared open. 


When the ballots were delivered to the voters by the 
ballot clerks, the check list was used, the name of each 
voter receiving a ballot was announced and checked

thereon by the ballot clerks; the voter so receiving his. 
or her ballot marked the same at the marking shelf or 
compartment, and then before depositing his ballot in. 
the ballot box gave his name to a checker using a check 
list who after checking the name from the check list 
announced the name of such voter and thereafter the 
voter deposited his ballot in the box, as directed by the 
Moderator, the name of each voter being announced in: 
a loud and distinct tone of voice. 


The polls were closed at seven o’clock P.M. at which 
time the register on the ballot box showed that 1983 bal- 
lots had been cast therein, the names checked on each 
voting list was then counted by the election officials.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Shall an amendment to the constitution to provide 
for a Fair, Concise Summary, instead of a Description, 
of Each Proposed Amendment to the Constitution and 
Fach Law submitted to the People, under the Initiative 
and the Referendum, and Certain Changes relative to 
the Filing of Initiative Petitions which is further de- 
scribed as follows: — | 7 


This amendment amends Article XLVIII of the Amend- 
ments to the Constitution by striking out section three 
under the heading “The Initiative. I. Initiative Peti- 
tions.” and inserting in place thereoi a new section 
which provides, — 


That an initiative petition for a constitutional amend- 
ment ot a law shall first be signed by ten qualified voters 
of the Commonwealth and shall be submitted to the At- 
torney General not later than the first Wednesday of 
the August before the assembling of the General Court 
into which it is to be introduced. It may be filed with 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth ie ine Atromicy 
General shall certify that the measure and its title are 
in proper form and that it is not, affirmatively or nega- 
tively, substantially the same as any measure which has 
been qualified for submission or submitted to the peo- 
ple at either of the two preceding biennial state elec- 
tions, and that it contains only subjects not excluded 
from the popular initiative and which are related or 
which are mutually dependent. The Secretary shall 
provide blanks for the use of subsequent signers. He 
shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise sum- 
mary of the proposed measure, as determined by the 
Attorney General as it will appear upon the ballot, to- 
gether with the names and residences of the first ten 
signers. All such petitions, with the first ten signatures 
attached, shall be filed with the Secretary not earlier than 
the first Wednesday of the September before theas- 
sembling of the Legislature into which they are to be 
introduced, and the remainder of the required signatures 
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shall be filed not later than the first Wednesday of the 
following December. 


Section 3 of that part of said Article XLVIII under 
the heading “The Referendum. III. Referendum Peti- 
tions.” is also amended by striking out the second sen- 
tence of such section and inserting in place thereof 
provisions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for 
the use of signers of a referendum petition on a law re- 
questing that the operation of such law be suspended 
subsequent to the first ten signers and shall print at the 
top of each blank a fair, concise summary of the pro- 
posed law as determined by the Attorney General as 
it will appear upon the ballot, together with the names 
and residences of the first ten signers. 


Section 4 of that part of said Article XLVIII under 
the heading “The Referendum. III. Referendum Peti- 
tions.” is also amended by striking out the third sen- 
tence of such section and inserting in place thereof pro- 
visions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for the 
use of signers subsequent to the first ten signers of a 
referendum petition asking for the repeal of an emer- 
gency law or of a law which takes effect because the 
referendum petition does not contain a request for 
suspension shall print at the top of-each blank a fair, 
concise summary of the proposed law as such summary 
. will appear on the ballot together with the names and 
residences of the first ten signers. 


Article XLVIII is further amended by striking out 
subheading “III. Form of Ballot” and subheading “IV. 
Information for Voters” under the heading “General 
Provisions’ and inserting in place thereof new sub- 
headings III and IV, which provide, respectively : 


III. FORM OF BALLOT 


A fair, concise summary of each proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution and each law submitted to 
the people, as determined by the Attorney General shall 
be printed on the ballot. The Secretary shall give each 
question a number and cause such question, except as 
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otherwise authorized in said article of amendment, to 
be printed on the ballot in the following form: 


In the case of an amendment to the constitution: Do 
you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the 
constitution summarized below, (here state, in distinc- 
tive type, whether approved or disapproved by the gen- 


eral court, and by what vote thereon)? Yes. - No.

In the case of a law: Do you approve of a law sum- 
marized below, (here state, in distinctive type, whether 
approved or disapproved by the general court, and by 
what vote thereon)?

The secretary shall print and send to each registered 
voter the full text of every measure to be submitted to 
the people, together with a copy of the legislative com- 
mittee’s majority and minority reports, with the names 
of the majority and minority members atid a-fair, con- 
cise summary of the measure as such summary will ap- 
pear on the ballot and, in such manner as may be pro-

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Franklin: 


Your School Committee hereby respectfully submits 
its annual report as well as the reports of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, the Principals of our High and 
Junior High Schools, and the Supervisors of several of 
our special departments. — | , 


Your Committee is actively’ concerned with: planning 
to meet pressing, immediate and postwar problems, the 
purpose of which is not only to formulate plans, but 
also to initiate development of programs that will im- 
prove the economic, social and educational ‘life of our 
town. ti? 


We believe that an improved educational program in 
Franklin will be achieved by the continued interest, co- 
operation, and participation of the people of Franklin 
in the undertaking. In a real sense, our school buildings, 
our teaching materials and equipment are not an adjunct 
to, but an integral part of our educational program.. These 
essential facilities must be maintained in a good up-to- 
date condition, incorporate newly developed materials 
and advanced methods, and must be available in the 
quality and quantity necessary to adequately provide 
for present day educational requirements. | 


The exigencies of war have certainly upset the orderly 
program of school operation and the expanding of es- 
sential educational facilities. But the war has also 
brought to the fore, new instructional opportunities and 
responsibilities, new methods and new teaching and 
learning materials and equipment to meet these re- 
quirements of peacetime school operations. , 
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And now with victory in sight, preparation for peace- 
time operation is the order of the day, but of course, 
with no let up in our war effort. Plans for new school 
building facilities must be completed so that the work 
can start immediately when peace comes. 


Further, good citizenship is not inherited. Only ed- 
ucation can develop the knowledge, loyalty, and disci- 
pline which will maintain our ideals against the hazards 
of war and reconstruction. 


Under wartime conditions, the support of education 
should be continued not only because the schools, col- 
leges, and libraries perform essential functions, but also 
because the expenditure of money for education will 
have desirable economic effects. 


In contemplating the present war, there is brought 
home to the consciousness of the American people the 
importance of stimulating national loyalty and. unity, 
and strengthening that constructive genius and mech- 
anical ability so essential to provide the implements of 
defense. Never in our history have the schools made 
a more substantial contribution to our nation in the 
unity of action and national efficiency, than the work 
being carried on by the vocational schools and indus- 
trial arts departments. 


The expansion of school shop facilities, the establish- 
ing of new shops, the extension and co-ordination of this 
instructional work to provide skilled mechanics, has 
given a dynamic impetus to this important work and 
placed a tremendous responsibility on the educational 
forces. 


The true test of a school building is its efficient use in 
the instruction of a group of children who find in the 
classrooms and other areas, safety and comfort and con- 
ditions that conduce to happy learning, From the stand- 
point of the school administration, the building must 
meet the further test of satisfactory administration and 
last but not least, economy in operation and maintenance. 
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You will note in our budget recommendation under 
the item of Outlay that we have asked for a larger sum 
than usual. This extra appropriation will be used in in- 
stalling stokers in the Senior and Junior High buildings, 
and installing new toilets at the Junior High School. 


During the year 1944 there were many greatly needed 
repairs and improvements made to our school property. 
The High School. building interior was completely 
painted. In fact the entire group of school buildings was 
‘painted and repaired as needed. A lot of this fine work 
was accomplished by our janitors during the summer 
months. A summary of the work done under the Special 
Repair Appropriation is given on a previous page of 
this report. 


School buildings, like all material things, deteriorate 
with age. Unless they are kept in repair from year to 
year, they soon become unsightly and unfit for use. 
During the years of the great depression when most 
school districts were compelled to curtail operating ex- 
penses, buildings were neglected. Annual repairs could 
not be made and buildings suffered accordingly When 
the repair work was again undertaken it was found 
that the cost of putting the buildings back into good 
condition exceeded the accumulated normal expenditure 
for repair work of an equal number of years. Looking 
at the problem simply from the point of view if in- 
vested capital, and thousands of dollars are invested in 
our community in school buildings, it is only using good 
business judgment to see that they are at all times kept 
in good repair. 


Then again, the people of every town look with pride 
on their school system. They have sacrificed much in 
their desire to have good school buildings, and they have 
a right to expect that their dream for the education of 
their children will come true. 


We have changed the starting time of the school 
year from the previous date of September 1, and are 
now using the calendar year of January 1 to December 
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31, and have put into effect a new salary schedule to take 
effect at the beginning of the school year. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank Mr. Thomas 
Keefe, Dr.* Carl “Richardson,:.and .Mr. Charles Mason 
for their valuable assistance while serving on the Build- 
ing Committee during the year 1944. Their splendid work 
was greatly appreciated. 


We wish to commend the Superintendent of Schools, 
the principals, the teachers, janitors, and all others en- 
gaged in the public schools, for the fine spirit of co-op- 
eration shown in their untiring efforts throughout the 
year. 


The following reports will show more in detail the 
fine work which has been done.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Franklin: 


My twenty-seventh annual report as Superintendent 
of your schools is submitted for your consideration. This 
is the fifty-fourth in the series of reports from this office. 
Included are the reports of the Principals of the Senior 
and Junior High Schools, the School Physician and Nurse, 
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extracts from the reports of the Supervisors of Music and 
Art, and the usual statistical data. 


The Schools in War Time 


War conditions continue to place a heavy responsi- 
bility upon all school systems. urinate eimeroency 
of war our schools are focal points for maintaining the 
democratic ideals of a large part of our youthful popu- 
lation between the ages of five and eighteen years of 
age. In many of the homes from which these children 
come to school, the long hours put into war work by 
parents deprive the children of much needed parental 
oversight. Many of the older children are doing part time 
work in the community to help relieve the war time 
labor shortage, or are helping out in the home when the 
parents are working. Many of these older children are 
ably assuming the added responsibilities that the war 
situation places upon them, both in their part time work 
and home duties. There are, however, others who do not 
measure up to their responsibilities, and an element of 
unrest is facing the community in the form of juvenile 
delinquency. The teachers in our schools need to be 
very considerate, sympathetic, and firm in dealing with 
the various problems that are constantly coming to their 
attention in their contact with the youth of the com- 
munity. The children need more guidance and encotr- 
agement than ever before in meeting the war time de- 
mands of our democratic society. 


Working Certificates 


The Superintendent, or his representative, issues Em- 
ployment Certificates to resident minors between  six- 
teen and twenty-one years of age providing the employ- 
ment is legal, and suitable evidence of age is presented. 
In the case of children fourteen to sixteen years of age, 
the law places a much greater responsibility upon the 
Superintendent in issuing working certificates. He must 
determine whether the welfare of the child will be bet- 
ter served through granting the request than by remain- 
ing in school. In most cases no pupil is permitted to leave 
school between fourteen and sixteen years of age, un- 
less the Principal, Attendance Officer, pupil, parent, and 
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Superintendent agree that it is for the child’s best in- 
terest to do so, and the many State and Federal restric- 


tions placed upon the employment of children of this 
age are fully met. — 


During the past year there have been, many more re- 
quests for working certificates than in normal times. 


Transportation 


The three year contracts with the Johnson Bus Lines, 
Inc., and the Supple Motors, Inc:, for transporting the 
school children expired the past summer. After negotia- 
ting for bids to transport the children for the next three 
years, the same companies, which were the only bidders, 
were given the contracts for another three years. 


Early in 1943, the Office of Defense Transportation put 
into effect several Wartime School Transportation Regu- 
lations. These regulations made many necessary changes 
which caused hardships for some pupils. The object of 
the regulations was to conserve gasoline, tires, and trans- 
portation facilities. A route map of all school bus trips 
was prepared and submitted to the Office of Defense 
Transportation. Upon approval of O. D. T., the necessary 
permits were issued for gasoline. In carrying out the 
regulations all special routes were eliminated unless 
pupils lived over two miles from school. No special trips 
are made from the main road for pupils living within one 
and a half miles. 


A number of bus stops were omitted. By these meas- 
ures the mileage covered by the busses was reduced nearly 
one-third. This year 130 pupils are transported on the 
Supple busses and 227 on the Johnson busses daily when 
schools are in session. 


Because of the breakdown of the busses and difficulty 
in making repairs, the Johnson busses have not been able 
to maintain their schedule at all times, which is an incon- 
venience and often a hardship to pupils who have to wait 
out in the cold on stormy mornings,

Changes in Personnel 


Franklin has been very fortunate in comparison with 
some towns in the small turnover in its teaching per- 
sonnel the past year. Five of the vacancies that occurred 
originated in the High School, and one in the Junior High 
School. Miss Alice Wiggin, who was Head of the Eng- 
lish Department in the High School and who had been a 
faithful and efficient teacher since 1902, retired at the 
close of school last June. Her retirement was a great 
loss to the High School. At the Christmas Party of the 
Franklin Teachers’ Club, Mr. James E. Mather, Chairman 
of the School Committee, presented her a Certificate of 
Appreciation in behalf of the School Committee and Sup- 
erintendent, for her long and faithful service in our High 
School. 


Miss Marion E. Holmes, who has been an English 
teacher in the High School since 1935, was made Head of 
the English Department. Miss Mary L. Doherty, who has 
been a teacher in Franklin since 1920, was transferred 
from the English Department in the Junior to the Senior 
High School. Miss Mary E. O’Neil, a teacher with two 
years’ experience and a Master’s Degree, was elected to 
the English Department in the Junior High School. 


Miss Priscilla Bullukian, who has been the able teacher 
‘of commercial subjects in the High School since 1932, 
and Head of the Commercial Department for many years, 
resigned to be married. Miss Edith Z. Rose, who has been 
a teacher of commercial. subjects since 1941, was made 
Head of the Commercial Department. 


By the resignations of Miss Wiggin and Miss Bullukian, 
the High School has lost two outstanding teachers and 
department heads who had made a lasting and deep im- 
pression on all pupils who were fortunate enough to be 
in their classes during their many years of successful 
service. | 


Mrs. Persis C. Crain, who taught Mathematics the 
past year, resigned in June in order to have more time 
for family duties. Mrs. Edith Abbott Roche, who had 
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eight years’ teaching eee ee was elected to fill this 
PasIOd: 


Deane ae summer Mr. haanee M. Walsh, who had 
taught History and Mathematics and coached Football 
and Baseball, resigned to accept a position in Wakefield 
High School. Mr. Anthony V. Pisini, Boys’ Physical 
Director, was made Coach of Football and Baseball. Mrs. 
Geraldine Harris, a teacher of five years’ experience, was 
elected to teach History and Mathematics, and upon her 
resignation in October, Miss Florence M. Barry of Somer- 
ville was elected to the position. 


The day after school started in September, Mr. Joseph 
DePasqua, who had been a teacher in the High School 
since 1935, resigned. Miss Beatrice Mercurio, a teacher 
with ten years’ experience, was elected to fill the position 
teaching Spanish, French, and Italian. 


Because of a smaller enrollment in Grade six at the 
Horace Mann School, the pupils were grouped into three 
instead of four divisions, and Mrs. Hazel L. Ribero was 
transferred to the position a a taught by Miss Helen 
Cataldo in Grade five. 


Miss Barbara West who taught Household Arts and 
Girls’ Physical’ at the Junior High School, resigned at 
Thanksgiving to be married. Miss Frances Westart, a 
graduate of the Household Arts Course at State Teachers’ 
College, Framingham and with more than two years’ 
teaching experience, was elected to the position. 


During the past year, it has become increasingly diffi- 
cult to obtain competent teachers of experience to fill the 
vacancies that have occurred. Even the supply of in- 
- experienced teachers is much smaller than it has been 
for many years.’ Reports from our colleges indicate that 
the number of persons preparing to be teachers is less 
than half that which it was a few years ago. In the fields 
of mathematics, science, shop, and household arts, no 
satisfactory substitutes are now available in order to fill 
vacancies with teachers of experience. Higher salaries 
must be paid to attract them from other communities 
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where the need for teachers is probably as great or 
greater than in our own community. Only by inducing 
married persons who have given up teaching to help out 
in the emergency have we been able to fill many of the 
vacancies with experienced teachers. r 


New Salary Schedule 


For most of the past fall, your school officials have been 
working on a new salary schedule that will not only be 
fair to our loyal teachers who have remained on the job 
and will encourage them to study to improve their teach- 
ing ability, but also will make it possible to induce 
teachers from other communities to look upon Franklin 
Schools as a desirable place in which to teach. 


With the above purposes the schedule given on a sub- 
sequent page was prepared and presented to the teach- 
ers at a meeting of school officials and teachers early in 
December. After discussing and explaining the salary 
schedule at considerable length, it was unanimously ap- 
proved by the teachers. 


The School Committee is arranging to have the sched- 
ule go into effect when schools open in January, 1945. 
See chart on page 18. 


The salaries of High and Junior High School Princi- 
pals, Supervisors, and teachers of special subjects will 
be determined annually by the School Committee. 


A double increase in salary may be granted on recom- 
mendation of the Superintendent to a teacher whose 
work is considered of especial value to the school until 
the maximum is reached. Increases may not be granted 
if work does not show reasonable growth or efficiency. 


Encouragement of Professional Growth 


Sixty hours of college grade work are required during 
the first four years of service. Sixty additional hours 
are required before reaching the maximum. A teacher 
who has reached the maximum may, after eight years 
of service, be granted an additional $50.00 in any one 
year upon the completion of sixty hours of summer 
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school work until a super-maximum, $100.00 in addition 
to the maximum has been reached. 


Note: All courses must be approved in advance by 
the Superintendent of Schools. 


Experience Credit 


Any teacher who has had twenty years of continuous 
experience in the Franklin Public School and has dem- 
onstrated outstanding ability may be given an experl- 
ence credit. 


Elementary teachers with more than one degree and 
Junior and Senior High teachers with more than two 
degrees who have shown outstanding ability may be 
granted a special $100.00 increase after eight years of 
continuous service. 


Teachers after twenty years of service may be con- 
tinued on tenure if married. 


Vocational Training Schedule 


A separate salary schedule may be established in the 
future to satisfy the requirements of any new vocational 
‘or industrial training school or division which may be 
inaugurated in the future. 


Sick Leave 


Beginning September, 1938, any teacher absent from 
school duties because of illness, emergency, or other 
reasons which the School Committee may deem just, 
shall be entitled to full pay for the usual five days and 
for an additional number of days which shall not ex- 
ceed the equivalent of the number of years’ service in 
the schools of Franklin. The above number ol days 1s 
cumulative to a maximum of fifty days. 


Repairs at Ray School 


Ever since the fire at the Ray School building in 1935, 
large cracks have been increasing in size on the walls 
supporting the roofs of the hallways and stairways. 
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Early in the spring bids were obtained for repairing 
the walls under the roof and the masonry around the 
entrance to the building. The work was awarded to 
Laundry Brothers who made the necessary repairs on 
the exterior of the building. They also assisted in put- 
ting iron tie rods, plates, and turnbuckles under the roof 


over the stairways in order to keep the roof from crowd- 
ing out the walls in the future. } 


During the summer, the Street Department under 
the direction of Superintendent Robinson, repaired the 
driveway to the building and oiled the same. 


These much needed repairs were made at an expense 


of $660.02. 


School Telephones 


Telephones have been installed in the Ray, Horace 
Mann, Nason, and Four Corners School buildings. This 
was done as a safety measure so that teachers could call 
the School Office or Doctor and Nurse in case of illness 
or accidents. The telephones are not listed in the tele- 
phone books as there is no one in the buildings to an- 
swer them except the teachers who are busy with classes 
which. must be left when the telephone is answered 
during school time. In case of emergency a message 
may be relayed to the schools through the office of the 
Superintendent of School. 


Vocational Education 


Sections 7 and 8 of Chapter 74 of the general laws of- 
Massachusetts give residents over fourteen years of 
age in towns not maintaining vocational schools, the 
right to attend vocational schools in other towns at the 
sole discretion of the State Commissioner of Education. 
The town of resident shall pay the tuition fee established 
by the Commissioner to approved vocational schools 
and is/reimbursed half the amount by the State. 


The past fall fourteen residents of Franklin have been 
attending the following vocational schools: 
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6 Henry O. Peabody School for Girls, Norwood. An- 
nual tuition $200.00. - 


-- I Boston Trade School. Annual tuition $230.00. 


“| Hyde Park Cooperative School. Annual’ tuition 
$185.00. | ica 


6 Norfolk County Agricultural School, Walpole. No 
tuition for residents of Norfolk County. 


‘The annual tuition for the eight for whom there is a 
tuition charge will amount to $1,615.00. 


The trend of the times is toward more vocational ed- 
ucation. The number of -residents attending vocational 
schools in other places will probably increase in the fu- 
ture unless Franklin maintains a vocational school. 


Special Repair Appropriation 


At a special town meeting held on June 12, 1944, and 
on recommendation of the Advisory Board, an appro- 
priation of $12,500.00 was made available by the voters 
for making repairs at the Nason, Horace Mann, . and 
Brick Schools. With fine cooperation on the part of 
local contractors, all the work contemplated, with the 
exception of grading the Nason School grounds, was 
completed so that the schools were able to open at the 
usual time in September. 


On a previous page is a brief summary of the work 
done and cost of same 1s given. 


The changes have greatly improved the sanitary and 
heating conditions at the Nason and Brick Schools, and 
made all of the buildings much safer for the children. 


Music 


The Supervisor of Music, Mrs. Marie Riley, devotes 
three days and two additional afternoons to the musical 
program of our schools. The following excerpts from 
her report gives more information of the work: 
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“Music in our schools shows marked progress in all the 
grades. Ear training is started in the second grade where 
the children read from the music book. 


“Scales and oral dictation for accurate pitch and in- 
tonation are stressed. Much individual work is done 
by the teachers in their grades which lays the true foun- 
dation and ability to read at sight in future grades. 


“Two-part music is started in the latter part of the 
fourth grade. Three-part music in the sixth, seventh, 
and eighth grades brings music in one or more of its 
phases into the possession of every child. 


“We have a small orchestra at Junior High School 
this year. At High School we have a fine group of 
girls in the Glee Club. 


“Music has always played an important part in the 
life and development of the human race and is now gen- 
erally recognized as a universal need.” | 


Art 


The Supervisor of Art devotes three days a week to 
this work in our schools. The following from the report 
of Mrs. Irene Wight will give more information in re- 
gard to the work: 


“The subjects taught under the heading of Art in our 
schools are three — Representation, Design, and Con- 
struction. Representation includes the drawing of two 
and three dimensional objects and figures for use in 
Illustration or Poster Making. Design includes the 
theory of color, the arrangement of light and dark areas 
to form pleasing patterns in Lettering and Poster Mak- 
ing. Construction involves the use of the ruler as a 
straight edge and a measure in the making of simple 
objects from heavy paper. These three subjects are 
taught) in some degree in every grade. Representation 
is stressed in the second grade, Construction in the third 
grade, and Design in the fourth grade. In the fifth grade 
emphasis is put on Lettering and the children become 
acquainted with the Roman and the Gothic alphabets. 


as 


“The work in the sixth grade is closely allied to the 
history and geography lessons where the children study 
the art of the countries about which they are reading. 


“Water color is the new medium for the seventh 
grade. When a fair degree of skill in its handling is 
acquired, it is used to illustrate proper color planning 
for the home. The eighth grade girls enjoy making 
sketches for an ideal wardrobe suitable in style and 
color for themselves. 


“In the High School the aim is to foster an adult atti- 
tude toward drawing to encourage sketching as a hobby 
_a means of enjoyment. Much time is spent on figure 
drawing and landscape composition.” 


Recommendations 


1. Regrading and surfacing the grounds at the Nason 
School. 


2. Installation of automatic soft coal stokers at both 
the Junior and Senior High School buildings. 


3. Improvement of the toilet facilities at the Junior 
High School. 


4. The appointment of a Committee to consider the 
feasibility of a new elementary school and a new 
Vocational school with power to secure plans and 
recommend sites for same. 


Conclusion 


The regular work of the schools has been effectively 
carried on the past year in spite of wartime difficulties. 
The classroom work has made good progress and the 
spirit of the pupils and teachers has been excellent. 
They have both assisted in the various salvage drives, 
and in the purchase of $29,524.70 worth of war savings 
stamps and bonds. Many of the schools have 100% mem- 
bership in the Junior Red Cross. Thus the schools have 
aided the war effort in many ways. 
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_“Only on the solid foundation‘ of a well-educated peo- 
ple can we maintain a-high national income or under- 
gird our democracy with good citizenship.” 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
teachers, principals, members of the School Committee 
and townspeople for the assistance and cooperation they

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my second annual report as 
Principal of the Franklin High School. 


The splendid cooperation of both teachers and pupils 
of which I spoke in my last report has continued through 
the past year and has made my work as Principal most 
pleasant. 


The enrollment is as follows (as of October first): 


Classes Boys Girls Totals

Juniors 42 47 89

Totals : Vase POs 363 
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This makes an enrollment of sixteen less than at the 
corresponding time last year. It is due to two reasons 
—Labor ‘shortage offering work to youths and the 
smallest Senior Class in a number of years. | 


Many of our boys and girls are working afternoons 
and some are working evenings, a few both. It is a 
tough strain on these pupils for in order to do High 
School work well a pupil should spend from two to 
three hours in outside study each day. After attending 
school and then working in offices, stores, or mills for 
several hours, one’s energy is used up and it is hard 
for these pupils to keep up a high standard of scholar- 
ship. These are abnormal times, I know, but for the 
future welfare of the child, it would be better to attend 
school duties only, unless it is absolutely necessary for 
him to work. 


At the request of the Educational Division of the 
War Department and of the Massachusetts Office : of 
Education, we have added two new courses this year — 
Health for both boys and girls and Essentials of Radio 
Code, Machines and Electricity. The former is taken 
one period per week by the Junior and Senior girls un- 
der the teaching of Miss Alice Beane. All boys receive 
Health education two periods per month under the di- 
rection of Mr. Anthony Pisini and six periods of phys- 
tcal exercises. The course itt Radio Code, Machines and 
Electricity is taught by Mr. J. Murray Stevens for Jun- 
ior or Senior boys and is elective. 


We have been asked to put in a course in Pre-War In- 
struction Driving, but shortage of teachers makes it 
‘impossible to carry this out. 


Last spring, under the direction of Mrs. ‘Nellie Saun- 
ders, the School Nurse, thirty girls took a course in 
Home Nursing and the results were very gratifying. 
We hope to repeat this course shortly. 


The class in Aviation Mathematics was dropped as 
the boys who take Aeronautics, Physics, or Essentials of 


Machines and Electricity get this drill. The class in 
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Aeronautics under Mr. Steven’s training is still going 
strong. Reports from our boys on furloughs and let- 
ters from others show that it is very worthwhile to those 
who join the Air Corps. 


Military Drill one period for all boys (unless excused’ 
by Doctor’s orders) is compulsory. All our boys who. 
join the Army and Navy report the great help this course 
is in their boot training and speak very highly of Mr. 
Charles Anderson's instruction. It is a strenuous course, 
but it surely gets results. 


The classes in Religion are going even better this year 
than last year. The pupils take these courses one hour 
a week at their respective churches. The cooperation of 
_ the clergy of all the churches is hereby acknowledged. 


We are proud of our students’ loyalty in War Time 
Measures. Our school joined the Junior Red Cross. 
100%. They are still buying war stamps and bonds. 
under the leadership of Charles Mitchell, chairman. Many 
volunteer in the paper drives, and a most successful tin. 
drive was accomplished under the direction of Daniel 
Lyons, High School Salvage chairman. 


We still remain in Class A of Mass. High Schools which. 
permits us to certify pupils into any college. 


Our big problem this year has been the readjustment. 
of classes due to changes in the faculty. We lost five 
teachers and replaced them with four. 


Miss Wiggin’s retirement is a notable loss to the 
school. The influence. of her even disposition, her abil- 
ity never to get ruffled under trying circumstances, her 
sympathetic understanding of youth and her insight to 
get the modern viewpoint and still impart to the stu- 
dent the good traditions of the old, were all factors. 
that made her an ideal teacher whose influence will al- 
ways be felt by those who have taken work under her, 


and is a loss for those who cannot benefit by her direc- 
tion. 
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Another loss was the resignation of Mrs. Priscilla 
Bullukian Pond. Under her guidance the Commercial 
course stood equal to any in the State. 


Mr. Joseph DePasqua resigned after school started. 
He was very popular with the students, and a good 
disciplinarian. He is missed. 


Miss Marion Holmes is now Head of the English 
Department and is admirably carrying out Miss Wig- 
gin’s methods and standards. | 


Miss Beatrice Mercurio is in Mr. DePasqua’s place 
and is an excellent teacher in foreign languages. We 
were very fortunate to get Mrs. Edith Roche in Mrs. 
Crain’s place for the Mathematics. Miss Florence 
Barry takes Mr. Walsh’s classes in History and Arith- 
metic and Mr. Pisini has the boys’ physical work. 


Mrs. Helen Feeley proves a most efficient substitute 
filling in at the shortest notice most willingly and effec- 
tively whenever we need her. We are fortunate in 
having a substitute in town of her caliber. 


Miss Mary Doherty was transferred from the Junior 
High to the English and Commercial Departments and 
is proving a good find tor the school. 


On Parents’ Day about one hundred visited our classes. 
This was an inspiration to the teachers and it would be 
a great help to pupils and teachers if parents would 
visit often. Many difficulties could be alleviated if 
greater interest in the school was taken by the parents. 


I still sincerely feel that the High School would bene- 
fit much by the addition of one more teacher. Although 
the enrollment is sixteen less than last year, we have 
more classes and three of them are too large, one hav- 
ing forty pupils. 


I wish to acknowledge with thanks the Union Light 
and Power Company’s gift of a fireplace mantel and’ 
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fire log. It adds much to our stage in setting for dra- 
matics. 


_ My sincere appreciation is herewith expressed to the 
School Committee, Superintendent, teachers, pupils ‘and 
parents for your loyal support the past year.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL TO THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dearssir: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as Prin- 
cipal of the Junior High School. 


This year because of a larger entering class we have 
had to revise our schedule so as to have four divisions 
in the seventh grade and three large divisions in the 
eighth grade. Our eighth grade should be arranged in 
four divisions. In so doing our eighth grade groups or 
divisions would be smaller, thus enabling the teacher to 
give pupils more individual help. This individual help 
is greatly needed in the eighth grade where the pupils 
are preparing for entrance into Senior High School. I 
recommend the addition of another teacher to our fac- 
ulty. Since Miss Thoren left no teacher has been hired 
to take her place. Consequently the remaining teachers 
have had to carry a bigger teaching load and now they 
are carrying a bigger pupil load in addition. 


We have had a few changes in the faculty in the Junior 
High School. Miss Mary Doherty, our eighth grade 
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English teacher, was transferred to the Senior High 
School. We were very sorry to lose such a valuable 
teacher as Miss Doherty, but we feel that in transferring 
to the High School her services will not be lost to the 
town. Miss Mary O’Neil is filling the position left va- 
cant by Miss Doherty’s transfer. Miss Barbara West, 
- our Domestic Science teacher, left our school system to 
be married. Her position is being filled by Miss Frances 
Westart. 


We are continuing our Red Cross Club work again this 
year. We are making convalescent slippers and wash 
cloths for our boys in the hospitals. We have made 
900 Christmas dinner menu covers for boys in the Navy. 
We have also made favors, nut cups, calendars, and comic 
books for 150 veterans at Rutland Heights and 300 ser- 
vice boys at Camp Myles Standish. We send such arti- 
cles at Thanksgiving, Christmas and Easter. Our pu- 
pils feel they are helping to make these holidays perhaps 
a little more cheerful for the boys in camps and hospi- 
tals. 


The pupils in the Junior High ‘School contributed to 
the War Fund Drive. They are also doing their part 
in the purchasing of war stamps and bonds. 


We are continuing our assembly programs. Pupils 
under the direction of their home room teachers have 
an opportunity to present one assembly program during 
the year. These assemblies are generally given in ob- 
servance of the different holidays. We try to pive every 
child an opportunity to take part in these assemblies as 


it helps give pupils confidence and poise. 


This year, time for religious education has been given a 
place on our program. The last period on Tuesday after- 
noons, the pupils leave the Junior High School and re- 
port to their respective churches for instruction. Pupils, 
whose parents do not care to have them take part in the 
religious program, remain at school.

I herewith submit my report as School Physician for 
the year ending December 31, 1944:

Four pre-school clinics were held at which 57 were 
examined. All children entering school in the first 
grade were given the usual examination — clothing re- 
moved to the waist and a check made of the eyes, ears, 
nose, throat, heart, and spine. The feet were also ex- 
amined and suggestions made as to the kind of shoes 
each child should have. One hundred twenty-six moth- 
ers were present at these examinations. It would be 
greatly appreciated if all children entering school in the 
first grade could be examined at these pre-school clinics. 


More attention is being given to the teeth than ever 
before. In the early years of school inspection it was 
-rare to find a child with good teeth. In all my years 
of school inspection I have never seen such good teeth in 
the first grade as in this year. Only two notices were 
sent for decayed teeth in this grade. New England has 
the highest percent of dental defects of any part of the 
country and Texas the lowest. A survey was made to 
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learn why, and it was found that the water in Texas 
‘contained fluorine, which is a very important element in 
the development of good teeth. Chemists tell us that 
fluorine is in the chlorine group of elements. As a mat- 
ter of safety our water supply has been chlorinated in 
recent years. Does this account for the fine teeth in the 
first grade? I think so. With less dental decay has 
come a fewer number of infected tonsils. Not a case of 
infected tonsils was found in the first grade. I noted 
‘last year that there seemed to be a direct relation be- 
tween decayed teeth and diseased tonsils, and my ex- 
-perience bears out this conclusion. 


Examination of the feet is not the pleasantest vocation 
‘but it is doing much good. The greatest fault I have 
found is with the shoes. Shoes are not made to fit the 
feet so the feet must fit the shoes. I have given loads 
cof advice on the kind of shoe that should be worn, but 
find it if you can. 


Impetigo has almost vanished. Previous to school 
inspection there were seventeen cases in one room in 
‘one of our schools. This caused the loss of many days 
of ‘schooling. Sanitation has changed this. No longer 
is the common towel or drinking cup tolerated. To 
quote from a recent editorial in a Boston paper, qabire 
physical examination of school children — ears, eyes, 
‘nose, throat, nutrition, general health and now feet — 
“has made a vastly healthier America. The vision ex- 
amination has been recently greatly improved, and is 
now much more than the mere sight test that it was for 
years. Tuberculosis still escapes detection often, for 
the technical procedures are too elaborate.” 


There hasn’t been any serious epidemic of contagious 
diseases, though there have been a few cases of whoop- 
‘ing cough. The wonder is that there have been so few. 
As I have before remarked, there seems to be no quar- 
-antine imposed on whooping cough. It has been asserted 
in some quarters that small pox vaccination lessens the 
susceptibility and modifies the’ attack. If such is the 
case, we are pretty well protected as our record of vac- 
-cination is practically perfect. 
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So far as I know there have been no cases of tuber- 
culosis, due in my opinion to the care of the nurse to 
those predisposed to the disease. 


Altogether school inspection is paying good dividends. 
I certainly have never seen the school children as healthy 
and in such good condition as at present. In addition to 
school inspection, I have issued permits for certificates 
of employment to 83 pupils and issued 90 health certifi- 
cates.

I herewith submit my first report as Athletic Director 
at the Franklin High School for the period of October: 
1944 to December 31, 1944. 


An athletic program in any school is difficult to ap- 
praise in terms of positive results. We have the word 
of our service commanders that the athletic training 
received by our youths in their respective schools has 
been of inestimable value on the battlefield. The es- 
sentials of team play and the will to win have found 


definite expression on the battlefields of the world. 


We have attempted to carry out a well rounded ath- 
letic program despite the difficulties of wartime. Both 
in times of war and peace an athletic program in a town 
the size of Franklin presents many besetting problems. 
There should be no mistaking the fact that athletics 1s 
an expensive proposition. The equipping of football, 
basketball, and baseball teams together with other ex- 
penses incurred in carrying out a program runs into 


hundreds of dollars. 


Those towns which have enclosed football fields are 
able to capitalize on football and frequently realize sutf- 
ficient returns to finance all other sports. Franklin has 
never been so fortunate. For years the Franklin High 

School A. A. has been operating at a loss. 


This past fall an attempt was made to make football 
a paying sport. A system of season tickets was de- 
_ vised and the plan proved highly successful. Until such 
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time as conditions make an enclosed field possible, this 
new system may be the solution to the problem. 


The Association expresses its sincere thanks to the 
School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools, the 
Principal of the High School, the manufacturers, and 
all those students and townspeople who have given their 
support to our efforts. We hope that we may continue 
to have the support of the townspeople in order that our 
efforts for young men interested in athletics ete be 
- continued.
